The experiences of (wo young ‘Americans 
(Messre, Kergan and Rosoucrantz) who recontly 
kpent six months travelling through Japan, 
China, and the Philippines for the putpose of 
seliciting tradé, affords good evidence that there 
ig much ecmmerce to be seoured by Amoricans 
if it. is proper'y sought. "These young men 
studied the Chinese language in San Franciseo 
and acquired a sufficient knowledyo of it to 
tuake thenselves understocd. *They had, there- 
fore, the great advantage of boing able to do 
husiness directly with their Chinese customors, 
As it wes their first trip to the Orient, they did. 
not bring a large variety. of samples, bat the 
resilts have beeu so eneouraging that thoy 
propese to roturn equipped with an enlarged 
outiit. Lhe method pursued by these young men 
is worthy the attention of cur manufacturers. 
1f two young Americans can learn the language 
in San Frencisco culficiently 1o enable them {to 
deal with ihe Chintse in their own country, 
others can'do the sume, I have received a 
Jetter from the sulesmen who made this- experi- 
mental trip dur.ng the post year, in which 
they tell of what they have accomplished. In 
apeaking «-{ eotton piece goods they refer to 
tho market in sonthern China, The letter, 
which may bo of interest to Americon mapufac- 
turers leoking for trade in the Orient, reads :— 

As we did not know exactly whet class of goods 
of.
